THE SUMMER SCHOOL OF MUSIC 
June 20—July 30, 1932 

Such world known names as are included in the list of faculty for the Summer 
School of Music on the campus this year insure a session of unusual significance. 

The Pro Arte String Quartet of Brussels will present a series of twelve concerts on 
Sunday afternoons and Wednesday evenings, beginning June 19 and concluding 
July 27. The members will also teach a limited number of pupils. The quartet in¬ 
cludes: A. Onnou, First Violin ; L. Halleux, Second Violin ; G. Prevost, Viola ; R. 
Maas, Violoncello. The quartet is now on its fourth American tour. Its appearance at 
Mills College is due in large measure to the suggestion of Mrs. Elizabeth Sprague 
Coolidge of Pittsfield, Massachusetts. Noticeable in the performance of the players 
are their perfect finish and their ideal unanimity of interpretation. Since their school 
days and long before the actual organization of the quartet, these men were asso¬ 
ciated in ensemble playing. In 1918 they founded the quartet and then spent three 
years in Italy in constant practice before they made their concert debut in Brussels 
in 1921. There has been no change in their personnel, although Messers Onnou and 
Halleux alternate as first violin, the former leading in modern works and the latter 
in the classics. 

Harold Bauer, “master pianist,” will give a course of ten lectures and demonstra¬ 
tions of three hours’ length. Mr. Bauer’s lofty musical ideals, his unfailing sympathy 
for, and his steadfast energy in, upbuilding the musical life of his adopted land make 
his presence on the campus an exceptional event in the musical life of the West. It 
is interesting to recall that in his youth he attracted wide attention because of his 
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violin playing, and that a violinist’s career was uppermost in his mind until Pa¬ 
derewski persuaded him that his greater talent was for the piano. 

Professor Domenico Brescia will offer courses in Harmony and Counterpoint. 
Olin Downes, critic for the New York Times, will give six lectures. Among the other 
members of the faculty are Luther B. Marchant, Dean of the School of Music; Miss 
Ada Clement, Associate Director of the San Francisco Conservatory of Music; Albert 
Elkus, lecturer and pianist; Miss Ruby Ann Lorence, instructor in Education in 
Music; and Associate Professor Marian Stebbins, Convenor of the School of Fine 
Arts. 

The session is open to those who do not desire academic credit as well as to those 
who do. Classes will be held in the Music Building. Orchard-Meadow House on the 
campus is being reserved for students and faculty, as it provides excellent living 
arrangements for both men and women students. 

Schedules of classes and information about fees for lectures, concert tickets, and 
courses of study may be had upon application to the Secretary of the Summer School 
of Music. 


JOSEPH SINEL 

Joseph Sinel, twenty-five of whose water colors are on display in the Art Gallery, 
is the author of A Boo\ of American Trade Mar\s and Devices. The work of this 
New York artist has been described as bold and vigorous in execution. It shows an 
elimination of unnecessary details and interesting color combinations which con¬ 
tribute to the decorative value of the paintings. 

EDWIN MARKHAM ANNIVERSARY EXHIBITION 
The Mills College Library has arranged a special exhibition in the Bender Room 
to honor the poet, Edwin Markham, on the occasion of his eightieth birthday, April 
24. Among other treasures, there are on display fifty-two of his poems which he 
copied in his own hand for the library. There are manuscript letters, autographed 
photographs and books of verse, and a special edition of The Man with the Hoe, 
published by the Book Club of California and printed by John Henry Nash. The 
collection will be on display through May 4.
